Claim Objections 

Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 line 

5, it appears that "the" should be inserted before "front". In claim 7 line 8, the phrase 
"behind arranged the cab" is unclear. It appears that the phrase should be changed to 
"arranged behind the cab". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pack 
(2002/0053480 A1). 

Pack discloses a work vehicle 10 including a vehicle frame 12, an engine 
compartment arranged in the front end of the vehicle frame and enclosing an engine 14, 
a cab 18, and a cooling module 20 arranged out of a line of sight from an eye point in 
the cab over the engine compartment as shown in figure 1 . Pack further discloses an 
engine cover that slopes downwardly 22, as well as the cooling module arranged behind 
the cab and adjacent the rear end of the vehicle frame. Additionally, concerning claim 

6, the cooling module 20 is considered to meet the limitation of being arranged under 
the cab since it is clearly positioned below the top part of the cab as shown in figures 1 
&2.
